jreat deal of the lager beer supplied to 
the multitudes there is abominable stuff 
Many of the makers put in hideous 
substances for one purpose or another 


•to give it color, to make it foamy, to 


sharpen its pungency, to increase its 
thirst-producing powers, or its intoxi- 
cating effects, or to keep it fresh, or to 
render it narcotizing.
